Berlin, Dec, 26.— A semi-official

does not accept the post of arbitrator 
the powers would be prepared, sub- 
ject to certain reservations, to sub- 
mit the matter to The Hague tri- 
bunal."

Washington, Dec. 26*—President 


Roosevelt will not be the arbitrator 
ci the Venezuelan controversy. The 
wliole vexatious subject will be re- 
ferred for adjudication to The Hague 
tribunal. 


Epitomized, this was the situation 


as it had resolved itself at the con- 
elusion of the cabinet meeting today. 
The meeting was not so long as the 
sessions of the cabinet usually* are. 
All the members except Secretary 
Root were present. The Venezuelan 
question was the principal and prac- 
tically the only topic of general con- 
cern under consideration. Secretary 
Hay presented the net results of his 
cable correspondence with the gov- 
ernments at London, Berlin, Rome 
and Caracas. In accordance with the 
suggestion made several days ago by 
President Roosevelt, through Secre- 
tary Hay, President Castro, of Vene- 
zuela, was reported to have agreed to 
submit the differences between his 
government 
and 
the 
European 


powers to the arbitration of the tri- 
bunal at The Hague. The European 
powers not only consented to submit 
the controversy to arbitration, but, 
while they had expressed a prefer- 
ence for an arbitration to be conduct- 
ed by President Roosevelt, they had 
assented to his suggestion that the 
matter be referred to The Hague. 


3XCET HEARTY APPROVAL. 


The presentation of the case met 


the hearty approval of the members 
of the cabinet. No fear is expressed 
by the administration that the.Mon*- 
rot doctrine will 
be -brOttgfctHat* 


the controversy in any manner that 
might result in an embarrassing sit- 
uation for the United States. Secre- 
tary Hay is preparing a note to the 
powers in which the gratification of 
this government is expressed for the

No intimation is given of the con- 


ditions which may have been imposed 
by the European powers or by Presi- 
dent Castro precedent to the arbitra- 
tion. It is known that Great Britain 
was willing to submit the subject to 
the arbitration of President Roose- 
velt -practically without conditions, 
but the suggestion is made that one 
and perhaps two of the other powers 
involved proposed some conditions 
which might have proved embarrass- 
ing to the president had he under- 
taken the responsibility of determin- 
ing the question. 


SOME MONEY MITST PASS. 


It is understood that some money 


must pass, but it also is known that 
the amount of cash to be required o* 
Venezuela before arbitration Is not 
nearly so large as has been stated. It 
is not possible to learn either whether 
the allies insist upon apologies from 
Castro and, while it is assumed that 
the blockade will be speedily raised, 
no arrangement to that end has yet 
teen made. The energies of the ne- 
gotiators are now being devoted to 
the framing of what will be known as 
a condition protocol and it is hoped 
that while this class of document aoea 
not undertake to closely define is- 
sues to be presented it will still con- 
tain a provision for the removal of 
the blockade.

The Silvertown'Cables from 


Oahulast Message Until 


Splice is Made, 


San Francisco, Dec. 26.*—The fol- 


lowing telegram has been received 
from the cable ship Silvertown, timed 
at 4 a. m., today; 


"About to buoy the cable off the 


Island of Oahu, in about 450 fathoms 
of water. Up to this time 2,238 
nautical- miles of cable have been 
paid out." 


The shore end of the cable, which 


is of a heavier type than the sea 
cable, will be spliced to the sea cable 
some miles off Dimondhead, which is 
to be the landing place of the cable. 
Until the splice is completed no fur- 
ther word will be received from the 
cable ship. It may take a day or two 
to complete the work.

It is now esti- 
mated that the number of dead will 
reach from twenty *flve to thirty. All 
of the men in the wrecked car were 
going to Trinidad to spend Christmas.

Charles Crosby, 108 Years 


Old, of Detroit, Tells Very 


Strange Story. 


MOTHER WAS HALF BREED 


Relates Incident that Solves 


Fate of the 
Beautiful 


Theodosia Burr, 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 26.—Charles 


Henry Burr Crosby, 108 years old, 
who resides with his son at 515 St 
Antoine street, in this city, has let- 
ters tending to show that he is the 
son of Aaron Burr, vice president of 
the United States during the first 
term of Jefferson. 
His 
story of 


Burr's last days is an interesting one 
and further confirms his claim of 
being the son of the famous lawyer. 


When Burr came back to this coun- 


try, 'Crosby says, after his duel with 
Hamilton, poor in health and with 
little left of his former fortune, he 
managed to exist on a meager law 
practice. 
^Eis wife had died 
and 


when he met a woman of mixed negro 
and Indian blood he fell in love with 
her, The woman's father had been 
brought from Africa as a slave. He 
was owned by 
Prince 
Henry, 
a 


wealthy slave owner. Later his wife, 
an Indian woman, purchased his 
freedom for $300. 


BOY IS BOKN ABROAD. 


The new bride of Burr was a hand- 


some woman and for her position in 
life was fairly refined. Crosby says 
that he was their only son. He is 
well educated and can speak three 
languages, He was born in England 
March 21, 179-1, Burr having sent 
the woman there owing to popular in- 
dignation against the union. The 
son returned to this country in 1809 
with his mother. 


When the son had grown to be a 


young man his famous father died. 
His mother married a man by the 
name of Crosby, a liveryman in Phil- 
adelphia. Soon after the young man 
married Mary Ann Jackson, a woman 
of the same mixed nationality as his 
mother. She also is still alive at the 
age of 110. She lives with a daugh- 
ter in Detroit, as the home of Othello 
Crosby is not large enough to ac- 
commodate both the old folks. ' 


STORY OF THEODOSIA'S FATE. 
This strange old man tells a story 


which seems to throw light on the 
disappearance of Theodosia Burr Als- 
ton, his half sister, whose mysterious 
fate has puzzled the world for almost 
a century* Theodosia Burr was con- 
sidered one of the most beautiful and 
talented women in America. 


She sailed from Charleston, S, C., 


on the ship Patriot for her father's 
home in New York. So much his- 
tory knows., Her fate has been a 
mystery for which many solutions 
have been offered, but none suscep- 
tible of absolute proof. 


Crosby shipped as cook on the sloop 


Independence. 
They had not been 


at sea long when they rescued two 
men on a raft. One v/as a white man, 
the other an Indian. 
When picked 


up they gave their names as Gibbs 
and Wamley. They said they were 
shipwrecked merchants. As they 
were willing to work they were per- 
mitted to remain on board, but when 
the sloop reached New York they 
were turned ovew to the authorities. 


PIRATES BEVEAL MURDER. 
One night while Crosby was lying 


in his bunk in the forecastle he over- 
heard the two men talking. 


"Look< and see 
if that 
cook's 


asleep," said the white man, and the 
Indian declared he was. Then the 
two began to curse their hard fate. 


In the conversation that followed 


Crosby learned that they were ship- 
wrecked pirates. The white man was 
disgusted with himself over some- 
thing and finally blurted out: 


"It's a shame that we made that 


pretty gal walk the plank with the 
rest of the crew. We might have 
laved her." 


Crosby knew they were talking of 


his half sister*tmd when he reachedj 


New York told his father, 
Aaron 


Burr, about Theodosia's death. . Burr 
was then convinced his daughter had 
been murdered. He located the pi- 
rates and prosecuted them until they 
were hanged, but never mentioned 
his daughter's name during tho whole 
trial.

in the 


river front of Brooklyn after 1 o'clock 
this morning three firemen were 
killed, two were badly injured and 
more than §400,000 damage was 
done, 


T£E CASUALTIES.

Beginning among the inflammable 


materials in the "cooperage plant of 
Arbuckle Bros., at Plymouth 
and 


Bridge streets, within half an hour 
the flames were shooting from all the 
building and all the available fire 
engines of Brooklyn, with Chief Pur- 
roy in charge, were trying to save, 
the district. 


The cooperage plant of Arbuckle 


Bros, is an old*fashioned five-story 
brick building. 
It was filled from 


top to bottom with mateiial for mak- 
ing barrels, the refuse from the car- 
penters' work, old barrels and loose, 
odds and" ends of lumber, and fears 
were entertained that the fiames 
would spread to a number 
of fac- 


tories in the immediate vicinity and 
to the near-by tenements. 


"DISCOVERED THE FIRE. 


Thomas Ke'nney, a watchman, in 


the Arbuckle plant, was passing 
clown the stairs, when he saw a rib- 
bon of fiames shoot out of a rubbish 
heap on the first floor. Almost before 
he could gasp the entire first floor 
was in a blaze. He jumped from a 
-window and before he had crossed 
the street the fiames were shooting 
from the windows. Policeman Buck- 
ley sent in one, then two alarms. 
Before the firemen had arrived the 
third and fourth floors had caught. 


When Deputy Chief Murray arrived 


he sent in a third and fourth alarms 
and when Chief Purroy arrived a 
half hour later he ordered • engines 
and fireboats from the 
Manhattan 


side of the river to help. With the 
arrival of water-tower No. 6 Bat- 
talion 
Chief 
Coppinger assumed 


charge of it and ran it directly under 
one of the walls. 


Suddenly the wall was seen to 


bulge at the third story and before 
the men could move it crashed di- 
rectly down on them. The firemen 
and McCooley were buried and the 
water 
tower 
and 
ladders 
were 


smashed to kindling wood* 


Ten minutes later the first of the 


men was taken out. 
This was the 


battalion chief, unconscious and fa- 
tally hurt. 


McCooley came next. McCarthy, 


who will die, it is thought, was found 
half under a wheel of the tower, also 
unconscious. The bodies of Jefferies 
and O'Toole were found near together.

This is not the first time Webb has

Murder of a Policeman Stirred 


Citizens of Pittstfurg to 


Great Anger. 


^Pittsburg, Kan,, Dec, 86.—Mont- 
gomery Godley, a negro, was taken 
from the jail here yesterday and 
lynched by a mob because early yes- 
terday morning he had shot and kill- 
ed Milton Hinkle, a policeman, while 
the officer wae trying to protect him- 
self against a crowd of unruly ne- 
groes. The mob hanged him to a 
telephone pole, but the rope broke 
and he fell. As he was choking to 
death one of the members of the mob 
cut his throat and ended his suffer- 
ing. 
He was then hanged a second 


time. 


Godley had courage and cursed the 


mob when its leader entered tho jail, 
but his courage left him when he be- 
gan to realize that death was ueav, 
He began to supplicate and beg tho 
officers to protect him, but they were 
overpowered and taken care of by 
a portion of the mob. 


TELLS CONFLICTING STORIES. 
Godley was dragged from the jail 


into the yard and given a few min- 
utes to talk. He told so many con- 
flicting stories about the murder that 
the mob became impatient and hur- 
ried him about three blocks away 
from the jail. Procuring a rope on 
the way, the mob hanged him to step 
pins on a telephone pole. The rope 
broke on the first effort and Godley 
fell to the ground. At this instant 
someone in the crowd cut his throat 
severing the jugular vein. The mob 
was not satisfied with this "merci- 
ful" death and refused to disperse 
till he was hanged again. 


Godley came from Pierce City, Mo.: 


at the time the citizens drove the 
negroes out of that city about two 
years ago. 
The mob left his body 


hanging for several hours before it 
was cut down. 


SHOOTS OFFICER AT DANCE. 
A large number of negro men and 


women from 
the various mining 


camps in this region, among them 
"Mojit!' and "Joe" Godley, brothers 
were drinking 
and carousing latt 


Wednesday night at a dance. Police 
man Hinkle requested them to be 
quiet. The Godley brothers answered 
him in an insulting manner and he 
tried to arrest them. 
They resisted 


and Hinkle blew his whistle for help 
Then he began to use his club to pro 
tect himself from the onslaught 
the crowd, "fie was ^holding his own 
against three 
combatants, 
when 


"Mont" Godley seized the officer 
revolver from the holster and, plac 
ing tne muzzle behind Hinkle's rign 
ear, pulled the trigger. The bulle 
passed through Hinkle's head and 
came out over the left eye. He fel 
to the ground. 


Other officers pursued tne negr< 


fighters, all of whom started to run 
when Hinkle fell. The Godley broth 
ers were both captured and locked up 
in the city Jail. 


Hiakle was carried to the city hall 


where he died 
morning. 
MURDER NEWS COLLECTS MOB 


The news of the murder spread 


and soon a crowd was gathered abou 
the jail. Leaders were not slow in 
coming forward and cries of "Hanj 
him!" 
"Burn him!" 
"Get a rope! 


were heard on every side. 
A rao: 


gathered in the corridor and abou 
the jail doors. 


An attempt was first made to rot 


City Marshal Higgins of his keys t< 
the Jail, but he convinced the mot 
that they were not in his possession 
A crowbar and hammer were then 
procured and the jail door broken 
down. While some members of th 
mob detained the marshal and hi 
aide the other enraged citizens drag 
ged tho murderer away/ fbis doom. 


Great excitement prtf*aifs among 


both whites and negroes as a result 
of the lynching of Godley. Belliger- 
ent crowds have been on the streets 
and have nmdo many threats. Num- 
erous negroes have been locked up 
for carrying concealed weapons, li 
is feared 
that there will be more 


trouble between the races.

Mr. and Mrs. Aaron De Vinney, of 


Decatur, are the guests of Mr. and 


William L Elkin Provides for 


Orphan Girls of Members 


of Fraternity, 


Philadelphia, Dec. 06.—As a Christ- 


mas present to the Masonic frater- 
nity, William L. Elkins yesterday 
announced his intention to establish 
a home for the orphan daughters of 
Masons. The gift, which is expect* 
ed to reach $1,000,000, is the largest 
ever made to any fraternal organiza- 
tion in the world. 


The announcement of Mr. Elkins' 


plan was made yesterday morning at 
the Masonic home of Pennsylvania 
by Gen. Louis Wagner, a past grand 
master of Pennsylvania, 
The oc- 


casion was the annual dinner to the 
residents of the home. General Wag- 
ner presided at the meeting, which 
was held in the chapel, where he read 
the following letter: 


"Philadelphia, Pa., Dec, 23.—My 


Bear General Wagner: It has been 
in my mind for a long time to pro- 
vide a home for the orphan girls of 
Masons. In order to carry out the 
object I have set apart a piece of 
ground which I own on the north- 
east corner of Broad and Bristol 
streets and have had plans prepared, 
which I send you herewith. I had 
hoped to have them fully consum- 
mated before this time, but have been 
unavoidably delayed. 


"However, I cannot let this Christ- 


mas season go by without taking 
such decisive action as is iu my 
power to assure the carrying out of 
this intention, I have, therefore, 
written you this letter and sent you 
the plans and authorise you to make 
the announcement that the lot has 
been given and the funds provided 
to erect the proposed buildings. As 
soon as I am able to attend to the 
matter I will make the proper ar- 
rangements and arrange the details.

"William X,. Elkins." 


After reading Mr. Elkins' letter 


General Wagner presented the plans 
for the institution, which have been 
prepared 
by Horace Trumbauer. 


They provide for a central adminis- 
tration building, three stories high, 
with dormitories to the north and 
south, connected by wings with the 
administration building. 
The con- 


tractors will begin work by A]pril 1, 
1903. 


A resolution was adopted by the 


board of managers accepting Mr. 
Elkins' gift and expressing a wish 
that he might soon recover from his 
illness.

Chemist Tells of Experiments 


to Ascertain Effect of 


Adulterated Foods 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec* 26.—Dr. H. 


W. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau of 


chemistry of the department of agri- 
culture at Washington, who is con- 
ducting a unique experiment with 
twelve young men to ascertain the 
effect of adulterated foods on health, 
is visiting his brother, Judge TJ, Z. 
Wiley, of the appellate court, 'and as 
president of the Indiana Academy of 
Sciences will deliver an address at 
the state house today. 


The experiment, he says, may last 


for several years. It is me first of 
the kind ever conducted and v/as 
authorized 
by an act of congress. 


Boric acid is now being eaten in but- 
ter by six young men. They will 
continue to eat it until January 5, 
which will be a thirty-five days' test. 
These six will then return to ordinary 
pure food and the second six will go 
into training preliminary to eating 
the boric acid butter for thirty-five 
days. 
To begin with, one gram of 


boric acid is put in a little fifteen- 
gram pellet of butter. 
Later two 


grams and then three of the adul- 
terant are put in a pellet. 


Boric acid is about the same thing 


as borax. It is u&ed as a meat pre- 
servative and packers 
who export 


meat aie anxious to know whether 
European objections to it are well 
founded. 


Dr. Wiley said that every bit of 


food eaten by the young men is meas- 
ured and tested for purity and all re- 
sults are analyzed by six chemists 
employed in his bureau. Dr. Wiley 
finds that the cost of food for the 
first month was S210, eighteen per- 
sons eating most of the time. The 
$210 does not include the salaries of 
the cook and two waiters.

and Indiana. 
The 


members of the 
executive board, 


which is in control when the board 
of directors is not in session, have 
decided that the recently granted in- 
crease in wages shall extend through 
from the men in the yard and on 
train service to the clerks in the gen- 
eral offices, und take in the heads of 
departments themselves. One of the 
officials of the Grand Rapids and In- 
diana said last night that the men 
in that company's employ who now 
draw so much that they cannot be 
affected by the raise, can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand. 


While up to now it has been stated 


in railroad circles that it would be 
impossible to state just when the 
raise would take effect, Vice Presi- 
dent W. R. Shelby gave out Wednes- 
day, just in time for Christmas, that 
the raise will'not only be operative 
Jan. 1,' but is in effect now. More 
than that, Mr. Shelby announces al-

TWO MEN INJURED. 


There were two accidents in the 


Fitteburg yards this morning within 
a period of ten minutes which were 
almost similar in character* Theo- 
dore Wedler, who is connected with 
the pile-driver crew, was walking in 
the yards, when he was struck by 
Grand Rapids and Indiana engine 64 
and knocked down. Fortunately Mr. 
Wedler was outside the track and he 
escaped the wheels. He was taken 
to 
the 
puzzle-switch * operator's 


shanty, where Clarence A. Lehneke 
and one of the yardmen gave him 
what is termed the 
"emergency 


treatment" for a bad cut in the head, 
and then turned the wounded man 
over to Dr. Stemen. While this op- 
eration was in progress a couple of 
the switchmen came to the shanty 
leading John Repine, the well known 
and veteran yaid conductor. Mr. 
Repine had been struck in a similar 
manner by engine 7267, Engineer P. 
T. Walsh at the throttle, • which 
brought in train 15 and was back- 
ing up to the roundhouse. Mr. Be- 
pine's injuries were of a more seri- 
ous character and his associates were 
unable to do anything to alleviate 
his suffering. Dr. McOscar was sum- 
moned and stated, after an examina- 
tion, that Mr. Repine had sustained 
a fracture of the ribs and was in- 
jured internally, but how seriously 
time alone would develop. Mr. Re- 
pine was placed in a hack and taken 
to his home. These accidents were

though the men are being given no 
more money this month, when the 
scale is decided upon the raise will 
be made to date back and take effect 
Nov. 1, 1902, That means $20,000 
more in the pockets of the employes 
of the road than would the taking 
effect 
of the 
schedule on Jan. 1, 


which was the earliest date hoped 
for a completion of the schedule. 


Since the original announcement 


was made by General Manager Hu- 
ghart that the Grand Rapids and In- 
diana wages would go up as soon as 
a scale could be completed, there has 
been considerable speculation among 
the 'men as to what departments 
would be affected. Mr. Shelby says 
the' raise will be on the Grand Kap- 
ids and Indiana the same as on the 
Pennsylvania, and that it will apply 
to all drawing $200 a month or less. 
This takes in^all the clerks and head 
clerks of the company. 


After much figuring it has been 


decided that the percentage of in- 
crease on the Grand Rapids and In- 
diana shall average 10 per cent. The 
difficulty in adjustment lies in the 
fact that lately certain departments 
$f -the service have been given sub- 
stantial raises and those,, of course, 
will not receive such substantial in- 
creases as the 
departments which 


have had no raise in wages for a 
long time. The 10 per cent, rate is 
the sam^ as that given to the em- 
ployes of the Pennsylvania and is a 
trine more than was expected by the 
local employes of the road* It is 
stated that the schedules may not be 
completed for some little time yet, 
but that when they are the men will 
draw back pay for the amount of the 
increased wages dating from Nov. 1* 


In conection with the increase in 


the wages of the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana, it is said there is talk of 
putting into use on the road a sav- 
ings bank system for the benefit of 
the employes. The plan is to have 
agents at every station receive the 
savings of the men, give them credit 
on pass books the same as any bank 
would and pay out money with in- 
terest'at any time the men make de- 
mand. The money would be forward- 
ed to the general offices of the com- 
pany to the treasurer for investment 
and safe keeping. This is along the 
lines of a similar system in use on 
the Pennsylvania , lines, and it is 
said it results in the employes sav- 
ing their money, becoming "thrifty 
and better men. The convenience of 
depositing money with the station 
agent is apparent and it'is believed 
the plan would be carried out as well 
here as in the east.

THE POWERS WERE AGREED. 


Berlin, Dec. 26.—A semi-official 


note published today, says: 


"As in the case of the Italian note, 


the British and German notes on 
Venezuela, presented December 23, 
declare that if President Roosevelt 
does not accept the post of arbitrator 
the powers would be prepared, sub- 
ject to certain reservations, to sub- 
mit the matter to The Hague tri- 
bunal." 


Washington, Dec. 26.—President 


Roosevelt will not be the arbitrator 
or the Venezuelan controversy. The 
Tvdols vexatious subject will be re- 
ferred for adjudication to The Hague 
tribunal. 


Epitomized, this was the situation 


as it had resolved itself at the con- 
clusion of the cabinet meeting today. 
The meeting was not so long as the 
sessions of the cabinet usually are. 
All the members except Secretary 
Hoot were present. The Venezuelan 
question was the principal and prac- 
tically the only topic of general con- 
cern under consideration. Secretary 
Hay presented the net results of his 
cable correspondence with the gov- 
ernments at London, Berlin, Rome 
and Caracas. In accordance with the 
suggestion made several days ago by 
President Roosevelt, through Secre- 
tary Eay, President Castro, of Vene- 
zuela, was reported to have agreed to 
submit the differences between his 
government 
and 
the 
European 


powers to the arbitration of the tri- 
bunal at The Hague. The European 
powers not only consented to submit 
the controversy to arbitration, but, 
while they had expressed a prefer- 
ence for .in arbitration to be conduct- 
ed by President Roosevelt, they had 
assented to his suggestion that the 
matter be referred to The Hague. 


MET HEARTY APPROVAL. 


Tl-.e presentation of the case met 


the hearty approval of the members 
of the cabinet. No fear Is expressed 
by the administration that the Mon- 
roe doctrine will 
be brought into 


the controversy in any manner that 
.might result in an embarrassing sit- 
uation for the United States. Secre- 
tary Hay is preparing a note to the 
powers in which the gratification of 
this government is expressed for the 
course agreed upon by them in settle- 
ment of the pending difficulties. 


'So intimation is given of the con- 


ditions which may have been imposed 
by the European powers or by Presi- 
dent Castro precedent to the arbitra- 
tion. It is known that Great Britain 
was willing to submit the subject to 
t!io arbitration of President Roose- 
velt practically without conditions, 
but the suggestion is made that one 
and perhaps tv/o of the other powers 
involved proposed some conditions 
which mig'hl have proved embarrass- 
ing to the president had he under- 
taken the responsibility of determin- 
ing the question. 


SOME MONEY MUST PASS. 


It is understood that some money 


must pass, but it also is known that 
the amount of cash to be required 01, 
Venezuela before arbitration Is not 
nearly so large as has been stated. It 
is not possible to learn either whether 
the allies insist upon apologies from 
Castro nnd, while it is assumed that 
the blockade will be speedily raised, 
no arrangement to that end has yet 
been made. The energies of the ne- 
gotiators are now being devoted to 
the framing of what will be known as 
a condition protocol and it is hoped 
th.it while this class of document noes 
not undertake to closely define is- 
sues to be presented it will still con- 
tain a provision for the removal of 
the blockade. 


CULLOM SEES PRESIDENT. 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Prior to the 


cabinet meeting today Senator Cul- 
lom, of Illinois, chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, had an 
interview with the president regard- 
ing the Venezuelan 
situation. 
In 


fact, the conference related wholly to 
that matter. 


At the conclusion of the interview 


Senator Cullom said to an Associated 
press representative that while he 
could not speak with absolute defl- 
niteness, on account of the nature of 
the exchanges on the subject among 
tTift powers, it seemed likely now 
that the controversy would be re- 
ferred to the

STORK OF STOLEN 


TREASURE IS TOLD 


Secret of the Looting of Mexi- 


can Cathedrals During 


War Revealed, 


Toledo, Ohio, Dec. 26.—Warren J. 


Baker, secretary of the Northwestern 
Ohio Masonic Relief association, for 
the first time makes public the se- 
cret history of the looting of Catho- 
lic cathedrals during the Mexican 
war, tells how it was done and of the 
burial of the treasure. 
His tongue 


was loosened by a newspaper 
dis- 


patch from Mexico City telling of 
the discovery of a chest of diamonds, 
sapphires, rubies, pearls and golden 
images beneath the flagstone in the 
chapel of Las Vozcainas college in 
Mexico City. 
Mr. Baker's 
story 


rivals the mythical tales of Capt. 
Kidd. and. moreover, bears the un- 
mistakable stamp of truth. He says 
his father marched from Vera Cruz 
to Mexico City with General Scott's 
army during the Mexican war. He 
and a tentnmte, after plotting 
for 


weeks, made their way into some of 
the richest cathedrals and pillaged 
them of their fabulous wealth of all 
sorts of valuable 
stones and huge 


golden images. For hours they loot- 
ed, carrying their burdens of prec- 
ious stones to a hiding place beneath 
the flagstones in a cathedral yard. 
Shortly afterward Baker's companion 
died. Baker returned to his home in 
New York and then went to Hills- 
dale, Mich. 
Fifteen 
years 
after 


plundering the cathedrals he coiifiii- 
ed his story to an intimate friend. 
The friend wrote to the Mexican gov- 
ernment asking "if there would be 
any 
chance 
of a division of the 


epoils," if he should tell the govern- 
ment where it could find the sacred 
and valuable altar decorations that 
had been stolen. In a letter bearing 
the official seal the Hillsdale man 
received warning that if he knew of 
any one who had a hand in the no- 
torious pillaging of if he himself par- 
ticipated in it lie would do well to 
forget all he knew about it, and keep 
quiet lest his life be sacrificed in re- 
venge for the desecration of the ca- 
thedrals. Baker took the advice, but 
still intended to secure the treasure 
he had buried.

inter-urban line connecting 
Fort 


Wayne with Bryan, Ohio, and tomor- 
row a petition will be filed with th« 
Allen county commissioners asking 
for a franchise that will permit th» 
construction of the electric line along 
the Maysville road northeast from 
this city and across such other sec- 
tions of Allen county as it is planned 
that the line shall traverse. 


This is the newest of the Interurban 


movements in this territory and the 
plans, which have been under way 
for some time, have been conducted 
with as little publicity as possible. 
In fact, it was desired that the first 
announcement should reach the pub- 
lic when the formal application for 
the franchise was made to the board 
of commissioners. The gentlemen at 
the head of the syndicate are said to 
command practically unlimited capi- 
tal, but they desired also to interest 
several Fort Wayne men of means in 
the enterprise.

MOTHER WAS HALF BREED 


Relates Incident that Solves 


Fate of the Beautiful 


Theodosia Burr, 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 26.—Charles 


Henry Burr Crosby, 108 years old, 
who resides with his son at 515 St. 
Antoine street, in this city, has let- 
ters tending to show that he is the 
son of Aaron Burr, vice president of 
the United States during the first 
term of Jefferson. 
His 
story of 


Burr's last days is an interesting one 
and further confirms his claim of 
being the son of the famous lawyer. 


When Burr came back to this coun- 


try, Crosby says, after his duel with 
Hamilton, poor in health and with 
little left of his former fortune, he 
managed to exist on a meager law 
practice. 
His wife had died 
and 


when he met a woman of mixed negro 
and Indian blood he fell in love with 
her. 
The woman's father had been 


brought from Africa as a slave. He 
was owned by Prince Henry, a 
wealthy slave owner. Later his wife, 
an Indian woman, 
purchased 
his 


freedom for $300. 


BOY IS BORN ABROAD. 


The new bride of Burr was a hand- 


some woman and for her position In 
life was fairly refined. Crosby says 
that he was their only son. He is 
well educated and can speak three 
languages. He was born in England 
March 21, 179-1, Burr having sent 
the woman there owing to popular in- 
dignation against the union. 
The 


son returned to this country in 1809 
with his mother. 


When the son had grown to be a 


young man his famous father died. 
His mother married a man by the 
name of Crosby, a liveryman in Phil- 
adelphia. Soon after the young man 
married Mary Ann Jackson, a woman 
of the same mixed nationality as his 
mother. She also is still alive at the 
ago of 110. She lives with a daugh- 
ter in Detroit, as the home of Othello 
Crosby is not large enough to uc- 
commodate both the old folks. 
STORY OF THEODOSIA'S FATE. 
This strange old man tells a story 


which seems to throw light on the 
disappearance of Theodosia Burr Als- 
ton, his half sister, whose mysterious 
fate lias puzzled the world for almost 
a century. Theodosia SUIT was con- 
sidered one of the most beautiful and 
talented women in America. 


She sailed from Charleston, S. C., 


on the ship Patriot for her father's 
home in New York. 
So much his- 


tory knows. Her fate has been a 
mystery for which many solutions 
have been offered, but none suscep- 
tible of absolute proof. 


Crosby shipped .is cook on the sloop 


Independence. 
They had not been 


nt sea long when they rescued two 
men on a raft. One was a white man, 
the other an Indian.

Crosby learned that they were ship- 
wrecked pirates. The white man was 
disgusted with himself over some- 
thing and finally blurted out: 


"It's a shame that we made that 


pretty gal walk the plank with the 
rest of the crew. We might have 
eaved her." 


Crosby knew they were talking of 


his half sistemnd when he reached

was then convinced his daughter had 
been murdered.

Murder of a Policeman Stirred 


Citizens of Pittsburg to 


Great Anger. 


Pittsburg, Kan., Dec. 26.—Mont- 


gomery Qodley, a negro, was taken 
from the jail here 
yesterday and 


lynched by a mob because early yes- 
terday morning he had shot and kill- 
ed Milton Hinkle, a policeman, while 
the officer was trying to protect him- 
self against a crowd of unruly ne- 
groes. The mob hanged him to a 
telephone pole, but the rope broke 
and he fell. As he was choking to 
death one of the members of the mob 
cut his throat and ended his suffer- 
ing. 
He was then hanged a second 


time. 


Qodley had courage and cursed the 


mob when its leader entered the jail, 
but his courage left him when he be- 
gan to realize that death was near. 
He began to supplicate and beg tiic 
officers to protect him, but they were 
overpowered and taken care of by 
a portion of the rcob. 


TELLS CONFLICTING STORIES. 
Godley was dragged from the jail 


into the yard and given a few min- 
utes to talk. He told so many con- 
flicting stories about the murder that 
the mob became impatient and hur- 
ried him about three blocks nwny 
from the jail. Procuring a rope on 
the way, the mob hanged him to step 
pins on a telephone pole. The rope 
broke on the first effort and Godley 
fell to the ground. At this instant 
someone in the crowd cut his throat, 
severing the jugular vein. The mob 
was not satisfied with this "merci- 
ful" death and refused to disperse 
till he was hanged again. 


Godley came from Pierce City, Mo., 


at the time the citizens drove the 
negroes out of that city about two 
years ago. 
The mob left his body 


hanging for several hours before it 
was cut down. 


SHOOTS OFFICER AT DANCE. 
A large number of negro men and 


women from 
the various mining 


camps iti this region, among them 
"Mont" and "Joe" Godley, brothers, 
were drinking; 
and carousing late 


Wednesday night at a dance. Police- 
man Hinklo requested them to be 
quiet. The Godley brothers answered 
him in an insulting manner and he 
tried to arrest them. 
They resisted 


and Hinkle blew his whistle for help. 
Then he began to use his club to pro- 
tect himself from the onslaught of 
the crowd. Ho was holding his own 
against 
three 
combatants, 
when 


"Mont" Godley seized the officer's 
revolver from the holster and, plac- 
ing tne muzzle behind Hinkle's right 
ear, pulled tho trigger. The bullet 
passed through Hinkle's head and 
came out over the left eye. He fell 
to the ground. 


Other officers pursued the negro 


fighters, all of whom started to run 
when Hiukle fell. The Godley broth- 
ers were both captured and locked up 
in the city Jail. 


Hinkle was curried to the city hall, 


where he died at 2 o'clock in the 
morning. 
MURDER NEWS COLLECTS MOB. 


The news of the murder spread 


and soon a crowd was gathered about 
the jail. Leaders were not slow in 
coming forward and cries of "Hang 
him!" 
"Burn him!" 
"Get a rope!" 


were heard on every side. 
A mob 


gathered 
in the corridor and about 


the jail doors. 


An attempt was first made to rob 


City Marshal Higgins of his keys to 
the jail, but he convinced the mob 
that they were not in his possession. 
A crowbar and hammer were then 
procured and the jail door broken 
down. While some members of the 
mob detained the marshal and 
his 


aids the other enraged citizens drag- 
ged tho murderer away" j his doom. 


Great excitement prevails among 


both whites and negroes as a result 
of the lynching- of Godley. Belliger- 
ent crowds have been on tho streets 
and have made many threats.

William L Elkin Provides for 


Orphan Girls of Members 


of Fraternity, 


Philadelphia, Dec. 26.—As a Christ- 


inas present to the Masonic frater- 
nity, William. L. Elkins yesterday 
announced his intention to establish 
a home for the orphan daughters of 
Masons. The gift, which is expect- 
ed to reach $1,000,000, is the largest 
ever made to any fraternal organiza- 
tion in the world. 


The announcement of Mr. Elkins' 


plan was made yesterday morning at 
the Masonic home of Pennsylvania 
by Gen. Louis Wagner, a past grand 
master of Pennsylvania. 
The oc- 


casion was the annual dinner to the 
residents of the home. General Wag- 
ner presided at the meeting, which 
was held in the chapel, where he read 
the following letter: 


"Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 23.—My 


Dear General Wagner: It has been 
in my mind for a long time to pro- 
vide a home for the orphan girls of 
Masons. In order to carry out the 
object I have set apart a piece of 
ground which I own on the north- 
east corner of Broad and Bristol 
streets and have had plans prepared, 
which I send you herewith. I had 
hoped to have them tuliy consum- 
mated before this time, but have been 
unavoidably delayed. 


"However, I cannot let this Christ- 


mas season go by without taking 
such decisive action as is in my 
power to assure the carrying out of 
this intention. 
I 
have, 
therefore, 


written you this letter and sent you 
the plans and authorize you to make 
the announcement that the lot has 
been given and the funds provided 
to erect the proposed buildings. As 
soon as I am able to attend to the 
matter I will make the proper ar- 
rangements and arrange the details.

Are Affected. 


TWO YARDMEN ARE HURT 


Both Struck by Engines That 


Were Concealed in a 


Cloud of Steam. 


Grand Rnpids, Mich., Dec. 26.— 


Yesterday was a happy Christinas 
for the men in the employ of the 
Grand Rapids 
and Indiana. 
The 


members of the 
executive board, 


which is in control when the board 
of directors is not in session, have 
decided that the recently granted in- 
crease in wages shall extend through 
from the men in the yard and on 
train service to the clerks in the gen- 
eral offices, and take in the heads of 
departments themselves. 
One of the 


officials of the Grand Rapids and In- 
diana said Inst night that the men 
in that company's employ who now 
draw so much that they cannot be 
affected by the raise, can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand. 


While up to now it has been stated 


in railroad circles that it would ue 
impossible to 
state just when the 


raise would take effect, Vice Presi- 
dent W. R. Shelby gave out Wednes- 
day, just in time for Christmas, that 
the raise will'not only be operative 
Jan. 1, but is in effect now. 
More 


than that, Mr. Shelby announces al- 
though the men are being given no 
more money this month, when the 
scale is decided upon the raise will 
be made to date back and take effect 
Nov. 
1, 1902. 
That means $20,000 


more in the pockets of the employes 
of the road than would the taking 
effect 
of the 
schedule on Jan. 1, 


which was the earliest date hoped 
for a completion of the schedule. 


Since the original announcement 


was made by General Manager Hu- 
ghart that the Grand Rapids and In- 
diana wages would go up as soon as 
a scale could be completed, there has 
been considerable speculation among 
the men as 
to what departments 


would be affected. 
Mr. Shelby says 


the raise will be on the Grand Rap- 
ids niicl Indiana the smno ns on 1:h« 
Pennsylvania, and that it will apply 
to nil drawing $200 a month or less. 
This takes in all the clerks and head 
clerks of the company. 


After much figuring it has been 


decided that the percentage of in- 
crease on the Grand Bapids and In- 
diana shall average 10 per cent. The 
difficulty in adjustment lies in the 
fact that lately certain departments 
of -the service have been given sub- 
stantial raises and those,, of course, 
will not receive such substantial in- 
creases as the 
departments which 


have had 
no raise in. -wages for a 


long time. The 10 per cent, rate is 
the same as that given to the em- 
ployes 01 the Pennsylvania and is a 
trifle more than was expected by the 
local employes of the road. 
It is 


stated that the schedules may not be 
completed for some little time yet, 
but that when they are the men will 
draw back pay for the amount of the 
increased wages dating from Nov. 1. 


In conection with the increase in 


the wages of the Grand Bapids and 
Indiana, it is said there is talk of 
putting into use on the road n sav- 
ings bank system for the benefit of 
the employes. 
The plan is to have 


agents at every station receive the 
savings of the men, give them credit 
on pass books the same as any bank 
would and pay out money with in- 
terest'nt any time the men make de- 
mand. The money would be forward- 
ed to the general offices of the com- 
pany to the treasurer for investment 
and safe keeping-. This is along the 
lines of a similar system in use on 
the Pennsylvania . lines, .and it is 
said it results in the employes sav- 
ing their money, becoming thrifty 
and better men. The convenience of 
depositing money with the station 
agent is apparent and it' is believed 
the plan would be carried out as well 
here as in the east.
